Business begun early in the day at the pool 
zooms down town, but there were toojmany 
Sure things’’ to make the betting lively.

The pool rvoms were well filled all the morn- 
ing, but the betting was to a considerable ex- 
tent spiritiess. 

BEFORE THE START. 

The action of the management of the club in 
throwing open the gates tree to-day insured a 
large attendance, but it was a matter of regret 
that a perusal of the programme and probable 
starters did not give promise of a great event 
worthy of the so-called Derby Day. The hor- 
ses entered for the four races were neither well 
classed, to judge from past performances, nor 
were there among them any of the kings of 
wrt, whose names are familiar 
to everybody. Early visitors commented on 
the fact that the grand stables had been sur- 
prised with paint and whitewash, and that tne 
trees had developed additional foliage since 
lust year.

The Festive Turners on Their Muscle 
| To-Day.

A Novel Form of Hot Weather 
Amusement. 


At the Fair Grounds this morning the 
grounds began to fill upat an early hour. 
Long streams of people came through every 
gate converging toward the amphitheater 
which presented something the appearance 
of the old Exposition days. There were more 
ladies and children than men in 
the crowd, for Olympian games like 


had een set up in the arena at the south, open 
sides, and the seats of the amphitueater 

next to it were filled with people, although 

ies and children were scattered over all tue 

ats. , 

The Turners themselves were on the ground 
early, andthe morning hours were passed in 
exercising the exuberant muscle upon the 
testive turning pole. One young man after 
another, cladin appropriate flannels, swung 
high and low on the groaning bar. The 
exhibition ol biceps was simply 
superb. The arms were mostly bare 
to the shoulder, and as the weight of the body 
was thrown uponit one could see the gradual 
swelling of the muscle until it looked abnor- 
mally, unnaturally large. They throw them.- 
selves into the most unnatural positions, main- 
taining the same with an easy grace 
born only of long practice and 
enormous strength. One noticeable charac. 
teristic of all the men, too, was the clear flush 
of health in every cheek. Each of them locke 
er at least a perfect man, although 
ere and there could be seen a face which ev 
idenced training down to perhaps too fine a 
point. It was some time before 
the judges appeared, but they finally turned 
up about half-past ten, and after a counter. 
march, in which about two hundred Turners 
trom different parts of the country partici- 
pated, the men were rapidly called off and the 
regular exercises of the day began. 

THE EXERCISES. 

The parallel bars were set up in different 
parts of the ground but only one pair were 
used, and after they began the turning on the 
bar was also commenced so that both exercises 
went on simultancously. The judges were 
Henry Suter, Chicago; C. Heydweiller, Roches. 
ter; C. Wiedemann, Newark, X. J.; K. Kroh, 
Cincinnati; Hugo Pautzer, Indianapolis; J. 
Hermann, Boston; C. Stahl, New York. G.

W. Reuter, Davenport. 

The work was done rapidly and well, consist. 
ing purely of the athletic drill; the men lifted 
themselves slowly; to position onthe bar, then 
threw themseclvesin different positions calcu- 
lated to bring out the full 
strength of their muscles and held them- 
selves thus in variousstrained and unnatural 
positions until the word ‘‘go’’ was given by 
the judges, who attentively noted the good 
points of each,watchin hand.

3, Rogers 10, 
Tremaine 1. Total vote: Jacobs 25, Conk- 
ling 26, Cornell 16, Wheeler 14, Lapham 3, 
Rogers 13, Bradley 1, Folger 1, Tremaine 1. 
There were six pairs announced in the Senate 
and nine in the Assembly. Neither Conkling 
nor Piatt is here, nor is Vice President 
Arthur, and no rooms have been engaged for 
them atthe Delavan. All the talk now is as to 
how an adjournment can be carried. No hope 
is being entertained of breaking the dead lock 
effecting an election. 

The Convention then proceeded to vote to 
fill vacency caused by the resignation of Platt. 
The Senate voted as follows: Platt, 5; Depew, 
8; Van Cott, 1; Miller, 2; Folger, 1; Kernan, 3; 
Lapham, 2. The Assembly voted: Platt, 18;

Folger, . Total vote: : 
Depew, 21; Kernan, 26, Cornell, 9; Miller, 9; 
Crowlv, 3; Fenton, 1; Laphame, 4; Van Cott, 
12; Folger, 3. The Convention adjourned. 

In the Senate Mr. Woodin said the petition 
presented by Eideman was simply a copy of the 
poll list. Allthe names were written in red 
ink and in one hand. 

Kideman said he wasfhanded the petition by 
a person wbom he supposed reliable. He had 
not even glanced atthe contents, or he would 
not have presented it, as on @Xamination he 
finds it is an apparent attempt to deceive the 
Senate.

Neither the preced.- 
ing Mules shall rescinded or 
suspended except, ‘ aftirmative 
vote of two thirds of ali the members elected 
of the Legislature,and afterone day’snotice of 
the intention to move such rescinding or sus- 
pension.

This 
softens the street and enlarges the hollows un- 
tilthese come to lve a pool of filthy mud and 
water—a recking mud hole—which has been 
made principally by the wretched 
way water is wasted on the streets. 
One-half the water properly applicd would 
be better than all that is now used. 
No man who drives a fine team can help be- 
stowing execrations upon the way our streets 
are deluged into mud holes and slush. The 
finest carriage, in a few minutes’ drive, is 
covered and bedabbled with clay, stone, dirt 
and filth. Pine street, the best we have, is 
cut up into muddy ruts. The remedy for this 
is brains and willingness to accomodate the 
public at perhaps a little more cost in sprink- 
ing. Water the streets at night. They would 
dry but little in the night time under the 
broad shadows of the foliage. Where there 
comes to be a section or block full of ruts and 
mud keep the water carte off it until it has 
dried up to some degree. It is 
very unhealthy to have the streets 
#0aked in mud and water. We need the water 


| and can ill-afford to have it wasted. There 


could be noserious cause of complaint on 
account of flying dust if many of our streets 


The streets should only be kept damp—not 
muddy. Why don’t the authorities do some- 
thing? The Board of Public Improvements 
knows that the streets are being injured by 
the present methods of sprinkling. It knows 
it. Nowwhy doesn’t it interfere and prevent 
the folly?

Saturday’s Parade and the mme at 
the Fair Grounds To-Day. 


The parade of the Turners Jupon the streets 
ot St. Louis Saturday night found the city one 
blaze of decorations; flags fluttered from ten 
thousand staffs, and innumerabie Chinese lan- 
terns fluttered to and froin the stiff breeze of 


evening. Brilliant bouquets of fireworks 
sprung into lurid light atthe different arches 
along the line of march, and theſwhole scene 
was one of vivid beauty, deserving 
to live in the memory likea poet’s dream. 
The pegeant in itself was one of much sim- 
licity. The Turners fell into line at Lucas Mar- 
Ket at 7:30 Oo clock, escortea by Capt. Fox and 
the Mounted Police. All of the men were clad 
in blue flannel uniforms, with the names of 
their ‘‘bund’’ onthe hat band. Mr. C. G. Sti- 
tel was Grand Marsnal of the day, and 
each of the three divisions into which 
the parade was divided had it appropriate 
officers.

Fish War in Pennsylvania.

The Pennsylvania fishermen who lately re- 
sorted to violence in resisting the enforcement 
of the fish laws of that State are not the rst 
and only members of theircalling who have 
insisted on killing the goose that laid their 
golden eggs, or rather the shad and bass and 
trout which laid each hundreds of thousands 
every year. For thirty years the oyster wan 
has raged in Maryland and Virginia, part of 
the time being waged by the fishermen of one 
State against encroachments of those of the 
other, but at all times by the fishermen gener- 
ally against the State authorities. Bayard 
Taylor many years agoindulged his museina 
doggerel rbyme ceiebrating this war, which 
poem we believe he never included in his pub- 
lished works. The oyster war breaks out 
semi-occasionally in Northern waters, butthis 
is usually over the right to dredge in certain 
beds. The Fish Commissioners of the North 
ern States have met with a good deal ot oppo- 
sition from the less intelligent fishermen, but 
there had previously been nothing like the out- 
rage committed a few days ago at Wrightsvilie 
on the tavern kceyer who entertained the law 
officers who had gone there to enforce the reg- 
ulations against fl hing near the fishway; and 
the culprits ought to be punished severely 
enough to deter others from like crimes.

The choice of underwearis a great element 
in its coolness and daintiness of summer dress.

The Revised Testament.

It is useless to deny that there is considera- 
ble difference of opinion in this country among 
religious bodies and in religious newspapers as 
to the authoritative acceptance of the new 
version of the new Testament.

New YorK June 6.—The strikers number 
ver 1,000, leaving nearly forty brewing firms 
without help. The strike has been impending 
for some weeks, and is being managed by one 
of the reporters of the German Socialistic 
newspaper, “who organized the Union. 
The strikers marched in crowds from 
the various breweries to their rendezvous 
in Ferdinandes’ Assembly rooms, where ameet- 
ing was held and resolutions adopted.

The Serious Accusation a Colored Woman 
Makes Against a Police Officer. 


Coroner Frank is investigatiug the death of 
aninfant born about three weeks ago to a 
young colored woman named Parthenia Brig- 
ham, inthe Third Police District, concerning 
which the mother makes avery serious charge. 


About three weeks ago Officers Tierney, La- 
mar and Norris were called into a house in 
the district where a disturbance was 
in progress. Among others in 
the house was Parthenia Brigham. 
Several arrests were made and the prisoners 
taken to the station house. She explained her 
delicate condition at the railing, and Sergeant 
Reedy at once discharged her. When she re- 
turned home she wastaken sick, and shortly 
after a still-birth occurred. She said that Offi- 
cer Tierney had struck ber in the abdomen 
with his night club, and tothis she attributed 
the accident. On hearing this Capt. Heubler 
began an investigation. The officers stated 
that Therney had not been within striking 
distance of the woman, and he himself denied 
that he laid hands on her. At the inquest the 
mother made a similar statement under oath. 
The Coroner accordingly investigated the case, 
So far the testimony shows that the officer did 
not assault the woman as charged. ‘Iwo of the 
principal witnesses are now on the river, but 
as soon as they return their testimony will be 
taken and the result of the investigation for- 
warded to the Board of Police Commissioners.

LEONTINE’S LAMENT. 


Dr. Jaminet’s Daughter Cross-Kxamined | { 
Counsel Before the Notary. 


The cross-examination of Leontine Jaminet, 
who testified on Saturday in behalf of her 


mother, was taken up this morning by ex-Gov. 
keynolds in the course of the Jaminet divorce 
depositions. This little girl, who is only 12 
years of age, possesses remarkable intelli- 
gence, and testifies with the com- 
sure of a shrewd, observant woman. 
n reply to counsel’s questions Miss Leon- 
tine said: 

I have been attending the Benton School 
since l was seven years of age. My health has 
been generally good. My father was kind at 
times but was always very particular with me. 
Hie watched my diet very closely and some- 
times insisted upon my cating things thatI did 


not like. Madame souvier taught 
me Frenchͤh and music. The Doctor 
taught we French for a while. 


I talked French at the table sometimes. The 
Doctor taught me the Lord's Prayerin French, 
ard several exercises expressive of affection 
lor my family. Papa was very strict, indeed, 
with me. I was sometimes naughty like other 
children. Papa use@to whip me even if I did 
not want to take soup at the table. He always 


used a whip across my shoulders. lie 
frequently made use of the word 
devil. I know when papa is 


angry and when he is simply talking energe- 
tically like a Frenchman. He used the word 
‘*sacre’’ very otten when angry. Mamma does 
not understand French well. He talked to 
himselfin French and English, and would fly 
around and slam doors and get terribly ex- 
cited upon the slightest provocation. l'apa is 
a ftormal, grave man in his demeanor. 
lie used to call me Darling, Leontine, mon 
enfant,’’ at different times. Mamma is very 
polite, blande and her temper was always 
under control. She scolded me sometimes, 
but I deserved it. I suppose we all deserve a 
reprimand sometimes. Mamma may be con- 
sidered very amiable in disposition. 
Grandma was always welcome where 
she came to visit us trom New Orleans. Papa 
always sent a carriage to ineet her, and there 
wasa room in the house set apart for her. 
Papa always had her place at the table kept 
forber. Patsey, the coachman, metus atthe 
depot the night that we returned from 
the South. I was excited and mamma 
felt badly because papa did not 
met us. The coachman got a hack 
lor us. Ille said that the doctor was out, and 
that he had been out every nigitforsemetime. 
Everything was prepared tor our reception at 
home. Iwentto bed, but mamma sat up un- 
til papa came home, at o’clockin the morn- 
ing. Then mamma aroused me. Mamma told 
the Doctor that she was afraid something had 
happened to him as he did not meet us. II. 
said that he would explain who was sick re- 
quiring his attendance. I wentto bed again 
und woke upto hear mamma say to papa: 
Oh, don't say that tor God's sake.“ It had 
reference to something I did not understand, 
and I put my head under the blunkets, not 
wishing to hear any more. Ihave never had 
an room to myself, but always occupied a little 
bed in papa and mamma’s apartment. 
The day alter we came from New Orleans there 
wasaterrible scene. Mamma came up stair- 
to Aunt Harriet and me,crying very much. She 
said that she had gone to the Doctor, askine 
him to make up again, but that he had rudely 
pushed her aside, saving that he would die 


first. Atter that pupa was very 
insulting to mamma. Last night 
was the Urst night spent * 


pupa at home since we returned from New 
Orleans. He has been out until all hours ot 
the night every nightexcept last night. His 
speeches were very taunting and he would 
say sometimes: ‘tl a going there now. 
Papa occupied grandmamiuia’s room the night 
before Easter. I heard the noise that morning, 
und waking up I saw papa hurl mamma 
on the bed and then leave the rsom. Mumma 
had been beseeching him to withdraw all that 
he had said for my sake, if not for her's- 
Mamma had fainted, and l sent tor Aunt Har- 
riet, after doing allthat I could tor mamma: 
myself. Whenever I fetched the Doctor to at- 
tend to mamma hewas always excitable and 
would get very angry. Hie treated 
mamma very + unkindly, and would 
say there was notaing the matter with her. 1 
beseeched him to be kind to her because 1 
know that one kin@ word trom him was better 
than allthe medicme in town for her. He 
would shake herand sayin a flaring manner 
that she only needed rest. She could not ent 
anv thing; it made her sick and she would shiv- 
erallover. Sometimes I suppose that I spoke 
to papa rather roughly, out I always 
tried to control myself. I asked 
him to be more kind and gentle in his treat- 
mertot mamma. When papa and mamma 
were talking about women or a woman I never 
li-tened. I did not understand it. The Doctor 
always talked very loud. When mamma and 
papa exchanged blows at the table they were 
talking about Miss Benkendorf, Ithink. They 
commenced to talk about women. Papa said: 
„ will tell her about it.’’ Mamma 
said: ‘*‘We will go together.’’ Papa said: 
dare vou to!’’ Mamma said: 1 have said 
nothing against Miss Benkenkort, but I do say 
tunt sue has no right to entertain a married 
man. No young lady has any right todo 
that. ] have beard mamma say that several 
times. Papa would bring up the Benkendort 
subject many times. 

Mrs. Jaminet has filed, through Judge Pope 
in Judge Boyle’s court, an answer and cross 
bill to the Doctor’s petition. She asks for the 


custody ot Leontine, a decree ot 
divorce and suitable alimony. Mrs. 
Jaminct alleges that soon after 


marriagea woman by whom the Doctor 
had an illegitimate child called and raised * 
fuss, striking her with an umbrella, etc. When 
Mrs. Jaminet sought medical advice in 
New Orleans she found that her husband had 
deceived her as to having a tumor. She only 
once interferea with her husband's professional 
affairs when some handsomely-dressed but 
repulsive femaies called at the front door The 
Doctor, she alleges, remained in attendance 
upon the daughter of a competent physician, 
Miss Benkendorf, throughthe small hours ot 
the night, when she and Leontine were sick 
and required his medical attendance, The 
doctor’s ill treatment, bad temper and allu- 
sions to other women are embodied in Mrs.
